Article 2—To bring in your ballots upon the ques- 
tion as to whether the amendment proposed by the Con- 
vention to revise the Constitution shall be approved. 

Article 3—To see what sum or sums of money the 
town will vote to raise for the expense of the general 
government, for the protection of persons and property, 
for health and sanitation, for highways and bridges, for- 
the town poor, and all other necessary expenditures for 
the year ensuing. 

Article 4—To see if the town will vote to allow the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, and 
to renew and refund town notes. 

Article 5—To see if the town will vote to place the 
maintenance of its highways under the supervision of one. 
highway agent. } 

Article 6—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the building of a town vault. 

Article 7—To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of six hundred ($600.00) dollars for the maintenance 
of sidewalks. 

Article 8—To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of one thousand two hundred and fifty-one dollars: 
and fifty-one cents ($1,251.51), this amount being the- 
deficit caused by the breaking of snow paths. 
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Article 9—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the building of a sidewalk in ‘the 
“*Slough,’’ so ealled. 

Article 10—To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum. of seventy-five ($75.00) dollars, to be used towards 
defraying the expenses of Memorial Day. 

Article 11—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise towards the observance of Old Home Day, 
and to appoint committees for same. 

Article 12—To see how the town will dispose of the 
income of Common Island, Dow and Bell Marsh.
